ee couriers from the agency arrived 
in Mandan with information that an uprising 
of the Indians had begun, and if the pleasant 
weather continued would be general. It was 
learned that the. Indians have been buying 
ammunition for some time, nearly the whole 
supply at Mandan having been purchased, the 
dealers not realizing until yesterday that sell- 
ing to Indians was unlawful. 

The troops at Fort Yates and Fort Lincoln 
have been ordered to be in readiness for 

marching orders at a moment’s notice. There 
is much uneasiness among the settlers west 
of the Missouri River, and many families have 
moved up to Mandan and across the river. 
Old frontiersmen deelare, however, that a gen- 
eral uprising this late in the fall is not prob- 
able. 


News from the Reservation, 

Mawnan, N. D., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The 
latest news from the great Sioux Reservation 
is of an alarming character. A friendly In- 
dian just arrived says that the Indians are 
momentarily becoming more and more ex- 
cited, urged on by their wily medicine-men, 
and that they propose to attack Fort Abraham 
Lincoln, knowing that it is defended by only 
fifty soldiers. Having captured this fort they 
next propose to make a descent upon Mandan 
in the night, sack and burn the town, and put 
the inhabitants to death. The greatest alarm 
prevails among the people here in conse- 
quence of this report. 

It is reported that the Indian police at 
Standing Rock Agency have torn off their 

and revolted. These Indian police 
had been counted on to assist in quieting their 
excited brethren in the camps should they de- 
cide to go on the warpath. 

Settiers are coming in from the farms and 
ranches in this vicinity for protection, believ 
ing that an outbreak is imminent. Superin- 
tendent Green of the Riverside ranch, be- 
tween Mandan and the Sioux Reservation, 
came in this morning, being alarmed at the 
hostile manner of the Indians who are coming 
north in large numbers, and who are all well 
armed. 

Today a number of Indians, armed with 
two guns each and plenty of ammunition, 
passed through the town, presumably en route 
to stir upthe Indians on the reservations 
north. Settlers are coming in from the south 
and begging the citizens to stir up the authori- 
tias at Washington to action. Enough Indians 
are now traveling about this section to run off 
all the cattle and kill half the settlers in the 
country. 

Numbers of settlers from all directions 
moved into town today for fear of the Indians. 
Roving bands that are traveling through the 
country say the war of the Messiah will begin 
shortly, then every white man will be killed. 
A party of Sioux this morning went south and 
told the people on the way that they would 
soon be back with the army of the Messiah 
and would capture Fort Lincoln with guns 


and ammunition and then move on to Mandan,

The people are alarmed as they never were be- 
fore. Not a man is to be found who does not 
regard the situation as most serious. 

Armed with Winchesters. 

The Indians traveling through the country 
are wonderfully sullen and insolent, and all 
are armed with the best Winchester rifles and 
any amount of ammunition. A public meet- 
ing was held tonight and resolutions were 
passed calling on the President and War De- 
partment to send aid. A committee was ap- 
pointed to go out tomorrow into 
the remote settlements and bring the 
women and children to town. The 
court-house will be turned into an arsenal 
and the people will move up there. Every- 
body realizes from the temper of the Indians 
that go through that nothing but troops 
can prevent a most serious outbreak. Gov. 
Miller has been telegraphed to fur rifles be- 
longing to the militia. The management of 
the Northern Pacific bal has been tele- 
graphed to to use its influence with the War 

Department to get immediate assistance. Ef. 
forts have been made today to get informa- 
tion from Fort Yates, but it is impossible to 
get any. It is rumored tonight that warriors 
have left the reservation, headed north. 

At the public meeting tonight a committee 
was appointed to employ men to ride down 
the Cannon Ball River and procure informa- 
tion and give warning of thedanger. Gov. 
Miller wires that arms and ammunition will 

be shipped from Bismarck on the first train. 

A telegram tonight from Maj. McLaughlin at 
Standing Rock says he believes there is no im- 
mediate reason for alarm.

I don’t trust any Indians; they have murder 
in their. hearts, and it seems to me that the 
present protection afforded by the Govern- 
‘ment to the settlers on the Upper Missouri is 
totally inadequate and should be increased. 
At present-there are but four companies, two 
of the Twelfth Infantry and two of the Eighth 
Cavalry, stationed at Fort Yates. At Fort 
Lincoln, five miles below Bismarck, there is 
one company of infantry, and when this post 
is abandoned, as it probably will be within a 
few months, the valley from Fort Yates to Fort 
Buford will be without military protection. 
The army is not large enough so that we can 
afford to allow a large part of it to be used 
merely for ornament. and it seems to me that 
the better policy would be to station the army 
where it would be useful rather than orna- 
mental. The Indians are the most super- 
stitious people on earth, and while under re- 
ligious excitement they are liable to do any- 
thing.“ 

George P. Flannery said of the ominous 
outlook: If the Sioux should make another 
break they would have less trouble in captur- 
ing Bismarck than if they had tried it fifteen 
years ago. Then there were not so many peo- 
ple, but they were all shooters. Now there is 
alarge property interest to protect anda 
class of residents not so capable of resisting 
an attack. 


INDIANS GREATLY DISAPPOINTED. 


The Failure of the Messiah to Arrive at the 
Appointed Time Weakens Their Faith. 
Fort Lars, N. D., Nov. 17.—[Special.}— 
Careful observations from this point of the 
movements of the Sioux do not indicate that 
there is to be an uprising at present. The red 
men it is true have bought ammunition free- 
ly and are well armed; but no better than 
they have been for years. The hunting sea- 
son, however, is at its height, and a great deal 
of the activity may be attributed to this fact. 
Indians have been greatly ex- 
the reported coming 
the Messiah, but his failure 
to arrive at the appointed time has caused 
great disappointment among the more igno- 
rant savages and increased the doubts of the 
skeptical. | 
Pierre, S. D., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Ruger, Department Commander of the North 
west, returned to Pierre today from Forts 
Sully and Bennett, where he went to investi- 
gate the Indian Messiah craze and provide 
military protection if necessary. He finds 
that as a matter of fact the Indians are in cer- 
tain localities considerably wrought up. How- 
ever, where the craze first broke out the ardor 


is abating. The cold weather is now on and a 


few days of below-zero weather will chill this 
religious fervor. The dancing they indulge in 
is too hard work to keep up all winter. 

Huson, S. D., Nov. 17.—Gen. Ruger, com- 
mander in the Department of Dakota, U. 8. 
A. and Lieut. Woodruff arrived on their way 
to St. Paul from a visit to Forts Sully, Ran- 
dall, and Bennett. They report having found 
the Indians quiet, and, although there is nuch 
interest manifested regarding the coming of 
their Messiah, there is no  occa- 
sion for alarm. Gen. Ruger, speaking of 
the reports from Pine Ridge Agency, re- 
marked that, while he was in possession of no 
information of an official character regarding 
affairs there, he had no doubt there ex- 
isted some undue excitement among the 
Sioux at that place. Should the Indians 
continue to carry on their dance,” said the 
General, it may be necessary for the mili- 
tary to give attention to affairs at Pine Ridge, 
though I hope this will not be necessary.“ 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 17.—[Special]—Secre- 
tary Proctor stili maintains that there* is no 
great Indian outbreak and that no troops 
have been dispatched to the West. When 
asked tonight what truth there was in the tele- 
graphic report that Col. E. V. Sumner had 
been placed in command of the troops said to 
have been sent to suppress the Indian troubles, 
he said: I know nothing ofthe trouble ex- 
cept what I have seen in the telegrams to the 
press. If any action has been taken it has 
been by the Acting Secretary and I have not 
been officially advised of it. 


TROUBLE AT PINE RIDGE, 


Gen. Miles Thinks the Greatest Danger Is 
from Indians at This Point. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—A 
telegram was received at a:my headquarters 
from Gen. Miles this afternoon giving an ac- 
count of the situation at the various Indian 
agencies as far as learned up to this morning. 
At the Standing Rock Agency, N. D., the sit- 
uation is reported less alarming than a few 
days ago and there seems no reason to antici- 
pate any immediate trouble. The condition 
at the Pine Ridge 
Dakota is reported threatening. The 
troops at Fort Robinson, Neb., have 
orders to move at any moment in 
case of an outbreak at this agency. Gen. 
Miles says Gen. Ruger is now en route to the 
Cheyenne River agencies and will report re- 
sults on arrival. Beyond the increase of the 
garrison at Fort Yates adjoining the Standing 
Rock Agency by one company of infantry 
Gen. Miles reports no augmentation of troops 
at any of the scenes of threatened trouble. 
This makes the garrison at this post consist 
of two companies of the Eighth Cavalry, two 
of the Twelfth Infantry, and one of the Twen- 
ty-second Infantry. Troops at other stations 
in North and South Dakota and Nebras- 
ka have orders to hold themselves in 
readiness for taking the field at any time, but 
until Gen. Ruger has reported trom the Chey- 
enne River agencies nothing will be done 
toward strengthening the garrisons in that vi- 
cinity. The department’s greatest concern at 
the present time is about the Pine Ridge 
Agency. Little Chief’s band, which has hith- 
erto given the army people so much trouble, is 
located there, and, as they are reported to be 
in a particularly frenzied state, there is a nat- 
ural anxiety to know what Gen. Miles is do- 
ing to guard against an outbreak. Some in- 
formation on this point is looked for in the 
morning.

AFTER THE FARWELLS. 


COL, BABCOCK WANTS AN ACCOUNT- 
ING IN THE TEXAS CONTRACT. 


He Is Said to Claim a Balance Due Him of 
Nearly Three-quarters of a Million, and 
the Case May Get into the Courts—Con- 
gressman Ab Taylor Not Concerned in 


the Matter—The' Question in Dispute Is | 


as to What Became of the London Stock 
of the Big Land Company. 

Col. A. C. Babcock, who is the father-in-law 
of Congressman Ab Taylor and for years the 
intimate personal, political, and business 
friend of John V. Farwell and Senator C. B. 
Farwell, is about to bring suit against the Far- 
wells for an accounting in the matter of. the 
Texas State-House land grant, in which they 
are jointly interested. The sum of money at 
issue is said to be no less than $750,000. * 
of 
best legal talent in the country and placed 
the case in their hands. A settlement out of 
court js hoped for, but unless an agreement is 
reached soon the adjudication of the difficulty 
will be referred to thé courts. fe 

The surprise which attends the announce- 
ment of the threatened suit against the Far- 
wells is chiefly because of the unexpected 
quarter from which it comes. Col. Babcock 
has long been regarded as the firm’s associate 
and ally, and as one who had a deep interest 
in the contynuation of its prosperity. When 
it first e known that personal negotia- 
taons had failed to effect a settlement and that 
Col. Babcock had engaged three of the most 
233 attorneys in the country to care for 

interests rumor associated Col. Taylor 
with Col. Babcock in the case. . The conject- 
ure appears to have been unfounded. 
It Is Col. Babcock’s Fight Alone. 

It is Col. Babcock’s fight, and his alone. 
The exact position which Col. Taylor occupies 
is not as yet clear, but he is presumably hold- 
ing aloof without taking sides, although un- 
deniably a party in interest. 

The trouble arises from the Texas land 
grant. Several years ago John V. Far- 
well, Charles B. Farwell, Abner Taylor, 
and A. C. Babcock contracted with 
the State of Texas to build a Capitol building 
in accordance with certain specifications, in 
consideration of which the State of Texas 
deeded to them jointly 3,000,000 acres of State 
lands. The State-House was built, and the 
title to the land grant perfected. In 1885 the 
Capitol Freehold Land and Investment com- 
pany was organized. The land was fenced in, 
and some of it partially stocked with cattle. 

The intention was to sell a certain 
proportion of the stock to English investors. 
The rest was prorated among the four part- 
ners. 

What Became of the Stock? 

Just what became of the stock intended for 
the London market is a large part of the ques- 
tion now at issue between Col. Babcock and 
the Farwells. 

Col. Babcock was found by a TUN re- 
porter last evening in the rotunda of the 
Grand Pacific, where he is as familiar a figure 
as Mr. Drake himself. The Colonel was in 
his usual crisp and cheery mood, but with pos- 
sibly a little more snap and decision than cus- 
tomary in his enunciation and choice of words. 

“I’m sorry this has got out—so soon,” he 
said. “The time has not come when I can 
speak freely about it. I have put the case in 
the hands of my lawyers, but it may yet be 
settled without litigation. Further than this I 
desire to say nothing at all. You had better 
just quote me as saying that to whatever ques- 
tions you may wish to ask.“

DECIDED AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


Successful Suit of Importers to Recover an 
Overcharge of Duties. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—A ver- 
dict for the plaintiff was given in the case of 
Weilbusch & Helger vs. Leverett Saltonstall 
in the United States Circuit Court this morn- 
ing. The plaintiffs, who are New York im- 
porters, sued ex-Collector Saltonstall to re- 
cover for an alleged overcharge of duties on 
importations of scythes and grass-hooks. They 
were awarded 6108.20. Mr. C. P. Searle ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs and District-Attorney 
Allen for the Government. The verdict was 
given under a ruling of Judge Nelson that the 
goods imported were forged, as claimed by 
the defendants, not manufactured articles, as 
the Government held. There are other sim- 
ilar cases, involving, it is said, about $200,000, 
and it is understood that this case, which was 
a test, will be carried to the Supreme Court. 


SHOT BY A DISCARDED WOMAN.

Max Surskind, a barkeeper in Brand’s saloon 
at North Clark and Erie streets, was shot and 
fatally wounded by a woman named Olga 
Hoffman at 1 o’clock this morning.

FROM EUROPE IN FOPPISH ARRAY. 


Most of Them Wearing Jewelry and Fur- 


Rocky Bear Compares Mount Vesuvius 


with Pine Ridge Agency in a Startling 
Metaphor—Their Views on the Messiah 
Craze. 


We have seen two hells—Pine Ridge A gen- 
cy and Mount Vesuvius.”’ 

This is the comment of Chief Rocky Bear, a 
member of Buffalo Bill’s company of Sioux 
Indians, on his return from a tour of the prin- 
cipal cities of Europe. 

The party, consisting of thirty-six braves, 
every man a magnificent specimen of human- 
ity, the majority of them being over six feet 
tall; J. ¥. Nelson and Jack Russell, scouts 
and interpreters; and Maj. J. M. Burke, under 
whose care the Indians are traveling, passed 
through Chicago yesterday on their way to 
Dakota and the Pine Ridge Reservation. 

Among the bucks were Black Heart, Little 
Wolf, Short Man, Wooden Face, Boy, Little 
Boy, Crane, Eagle Man, Two Eagles, Left 
Hand, Peno, Stand Still, Not Afraid, Chey- 
enne, Hollow Horn, Yellow Bear, Scorns the 
Wind, Biack Fox, Holler Behind, Sargent

Everywhere 
they went they were taken around to see the 
sights. They visited the Vatican, were re- 
ceived and blessed by the Pope, and the. man- 
agement had the satisfaction of being offered 
bribes by various enterprising tourists to take 
them in as members of the company. All the 
picture galleries were visited and appreciated, 
a desire being frequently expressed to return 
for a second view of particular pictures. 

„Rosa Bonheur,” said Maj. Burke, devot- 
ed the whole of last summer to sketching 
some of the cmefs. She painted a portrait of 
Buffalo Bill on horseback, the only work of 
hers in which a person and an animal appear 
together.

LARGEST IRON FURNACE IN THE WOBLD. 


It Is the New Isabella, No. 3, and Was 
Blown in Yesterday at Etna, Pa, 

Prrrssure, Pa., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The 
new Isabella Furnace, No. 3, at Etna, near 
Pittsburg, was blown in today. It is the 
largest and one of the most complete fur- 
naces in the world. The fire in the furnace was 
lighted today at 1 o’clock by a party of promi- 
nent iron manufacturers of this city in the 
presence of fifty or more invited guests. The 
work on No. 3 was begun last March and has 
continued without interruption until its com- 
pletion a few days ago. About 300 tons of 
steel plates have been used in its construction. 
The distance of the blowing engine is a fifty- 
four inch stroke. The height of the draught- 
stack is 150 feet. The capacity is 290 tons in 
twenty-four hours. The casting house is 100 
feet square. The blowing engine was made 
by E. P. Ellis & Co. of Milwaukee at a cost of 
$15,000. The latest improvements have been 
adopted, and will make the output larger than 
that of any furnace in country.

Samuel Tilden laid down the Democratic 
position in the St. Louis platform of 1876, 
which was “a tariff for revenue only,” and 
that declaration has been reaffirmed directly 
or indirectly in each Democratic National 
platform ever since. There is no room for 
“incidental” or any other sort of protection 
in that’ proclamation. A tariff for revenue 
only must be restricted to duties on non-com- 
petitive goods, like tea, coffee, rubber, choco- 
late, etc. As ninety odd per cent of sugar 
consumed in this country is umported it may 
properly be taxed under the Democratic prin- 
eiple of “a tariff for revenue only.” That 
principle opens our ports to all European 
manufactures free of duty. That is the Dem- 
ocratic doctrine advocated by Palmer, Car- 
lisle, Mills, Springer, Breckinridge, Flower, 
Crisp, Gen. Newberry, Vilas, Boies, Camp- 
bell, Bragg, the Old Roman,” and all the 
others who have any right to leadership. Sam 
Randall, poor fellow, is dead, and his protec- 
tion doctrines died with him in that party. 


MIXING UP PROTECTION AND PROHIBI- 
TI 


The Indianapolis Journal, printed in a 
State which went Republican in 1888 by 3,000 
against the Mills bill, but went Demoeratic 
in 1890 by 21,000 against the Quay-McKimley- 
Reed bill, insists still that the party must 
“stand by that ruinous piece of legislation 
and must not change a jot or tittle of it.“ 
The Journal repeats its defense of the meas- 
ure which has just made the House Demo- 
cratic by an unprecedented majority and 
says: 

It has not assumed that protection and the 
McKinley bill are one and the same thing,” but 
it does assume and assert that the McKinley bill 
is the latest embodiment of the principle of pro- 
tection, framed after much deliberation and with 
conscientious care, and that the surrender of any 
part would be, to that extent, a surrender of the 
principle of protection. 

The deliberation and conscientious care 
bestowed on the bill were given, not by Con- 
gressmen, but by the mill bosses of the East. 
They had met before the Committee on Ways 
and Means was selected, had agreed on what 
they would demand, and told Mr. Reed to 
give them a committee which would be 
obedient to their wishes. They got such a 
committee. To surrender any part of the bill 
would be therefore a blow at the mill bosses’ 
fat-frying prospects and enjoyments, but not 
at the principle of protection.“ 

What is that principle of protection of which 
the Journal speaks? It is worth while to de- 
fine it for the benefit of that paper. It does 
not mean the prevention of the importation of 
foreign goods by excessive duties on American 
consumers. It does not mean that the Amer- 
ican manufacturer shall have everything his 
own way. It means the levying of a duty on 
competitive goods high enough to protect the 
average American wage scale and no higher. 
It means levying a duty which shall enable 
the American manufacturer to pay higher 
wages than his European rival and yet sell 
goods in competition with him in this ¢oun- 
try. But if all foreign competition is done 
away with, the American manufacturers, left 

to their own devices, will form Trusts and 
fry the fat out of the consumers, They will 
not be satisfied with 6 or 7 per cent profits if 
they can make 15, or 20, or 30 per cent simply 
by means of unchecked extortion. 

But in the eyes of the Journal protection 
and prohibition seem to be the same thing. 
It says: 

Who says the McKinley bill means prohibition? 
Nobody but free-traders and importers. If the 
new law would work prohibition why did not the 
old one and previous tariff laws work partial pro- 
hibition? Asa matter of fact and history and as 
Tax Tamer well knows our foreign importa- 
tions have increased steadily and largely from 
year to year under every protective tariff we have 
had. Without admitting that prohibition would 
be an evil we deny that the McKinley bill would 
work that way. THe TRIBUNE assumes that pro- 
hibition and the McKinley billare one and the 
same thing. 

That which tariff prohibition seeks to bring 
about is the stoppage of the importation of 
foreign goods. It seeks to impose duties so 
high that foreign goods cannot be bought by 
the American people. Protection aims to give 
the home manufacturer a fair chance to com- 
pete with the foreigner. Prohibition says that 
under no circumstances shall the foreigner 
compete with the domestic manufacturer, 
thus leaving the latter free from all competi- 
tion, and free to charge consumers about what 
he pleases. A prohibitory tariff is not on for 
revenue, but one to abolish competition and 
make prices higher for the consumer in order 
that the mill bosses may enjoy a ‘mone@poly 
and amass fortunes speedily. In many af its 
features the McKinley bill is intended to be 
prohibitory, and its real authors would be bit- 
terly disappointed if it should not prove so, 
and the Journal is delighted that it is guch. 
In many instances old tariff laws have worked 
prohibition. Sometimes they have made duties 
too high, relying on American competition to 
keep down prices, but American competition 
has changed sometimes into the American 
Trust, and the lawmakers have not aceom- 
plishea what they desired. 

The platform condemned the proposition to 
place wool on the free list, and demanded that 
“full and adequate protection” be extended to 
that industry. The platform of 1888 declared as 
strongly as any platform could, and stronger than 
any other platform ever did, in favor of extend- 
ing the principle of protection to every branch 
and part of American industry, and the people 
indorsed it. 


The voters in 1888 found no fault with the 
doctrine of giving protection to every Ameri- 
can industry. They are for that principle 
still, as against Democratic free trade and the 
breaking down of the American wage stale. 
But in the opinion of the Republican voters 
there are two ways of protecting a manufact- 
urer. One is to put higher duties on compet- 
ing foreign goods, which tends to make 
prices higher to consumers. The other is to 
take off duties on the raw materials used by 
the manufacturer, which makes prices lower 
to consumers and business better for pro- 
ducers. This last style of protection, whieh is 
the preferable one, the Journal does not seem 
to know anything about. There is no place 
for itin the prohibitory system. Thus, the 
way to protect the manufacturers of woolens 
s to take the duties off raw wools, as was done

To attempt it two years hence will 
be to lose the few remaining Republican 
Congressmen and the Presidency, and perhaps 
disband the party. The first taste of the Mo- 
Kinley bill has made the Indiana Congres- 
sional delegation eleven Democrats to two 
Republicans. The second taste will make it 
all Democratic permanently. 


WINDOM’S INTER-CONVERTIBLE BOND 
SCHEME. 

An articie in another column notes it as 
probable that the next report by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. Windom, will contain a 
proposition having for its aim the making of 
our currency elastic. It is said the Secretary 
favors the issue of a2 per cent coupon bond 
in large and small denominations, and in 
quantity practically unlimited, the limit, if 
any, being set at a point where it is believed 
the absorbent powers of the country would be 


| exhausted. These bonds are proposed to be 


put on the market and sustained there at an 
unchangeable price by the Government is- 
suing and redeeming them at par and inter- 
est as required. It is thought probable that 
there are enough people favoring the 
slow and sure mode of investment to take 
up a considerable volume of these bonds, 
while in times of business dullness large sums 
would be exchanged for them in preference to 
having the money lie idle. That fund of bonds 
would form a vast reservoir from which the 
business classes could draw in periods of 
financial stringency like the present, and the 
result might even be so much as a doubling of 
the normal amount in circulation. The fund 
would thus act, it is claimed, like the flywheel 
of the steam engine, taking some power to 
start and keep it in motion, but acting as an 
accumulator of force in times of surplusage 
to be given out again when most needed, and 
thus worth many times its cost as a conserva- 
tor of energy which insures the smooth run- 
ning of the financial machinery while the 
drafts on it are irregular. 

Conservative men will be apt on reading 
this proposition to ask if it be right to tax the 
whole people equal to the interest on the 
bonds for an arrangement which promises to 
inure mostly to the benefit of the stock spec- 
ulative classes. It is a preponderance of the 
gambling element in business activity that 
makes money at times scarce, and it is a ques- 
tion if that condition ought to be provided 
against by a plan for which the community 
must pay. Suppose the issue of bonds did not 
exceed 500 millions, or even 200 millions, and 
that they were “out” during only six months 
in the year on an average. That would in- 
volve the payment of two to five millions 
per annum from the Treasury, which would 
be a net loss, in addition to the cost of con- 
ducting the department, as the money 
received against the bonds must of ne- 
cessity lie idle, being practically sub- 
ject to “call.” The Government would 
simply hold the idle money of the country for 
safekeeping instead of the banks, and pay de- 
positors 2 per cent per annum thereon. At 
present, in the dull season of the year, the 
banks lend the money of their depositors at 
low rates of interest on call to stock gamblers, 
who proceed to take great risks as bulls and 
force up stocks on speculation. Presently the 
banks become timid and call in their loans. 
The speculators have then to throw their 
stocks held on small margins on the market 
for sale. The bears then get their innings. 
‘Lhe bulls are squeezed; the banks sell out 
the stocks to realizo their loans, and refuse to 
lend except on large margins. A tight money 
market sets in, a panic follows. Many fail- 
ures follow. All kinds of property and busi- 
ness suffer. This is repeated year after year, 
the experience of the last year having no con- 
servative effect on the next. 

The answer to the question whether it is best 
to try the Windom regulation experiment 
must be sought in a consideration of the pos- 
sible value of the arrangement to the people 
in general. Granting that the stringency to 
be provided against arises entirely out of 
speculative transactions, in which the public 
has no direct interest, it may be inquired if 
the indirect interest is not sufficiently great to 
warrant the expenditure of several times two 
millions a year. No one can doubt that when 
„money 1s tight the effect is felt far outside 
the cirele in which the movement originated. 
The break of about 10 cents in wheat during 
the last two weeks is a case in point. It was 
entirely due to the financial troubles here and 
in England. The farmers who had the wheat 
to sell were the sufferers to that impor- 
tant extent, and in corresponding de- 
gree they lost on their corn and oats 
and pork and other produce they had 
to sell. This is immediate. But ex- 
perience teaches that when such depression is 
long continued it makes itself felt in manu- 
facturing circles by decreasing production. 
Hands are discharged, the wages of the re- 
mainder are apt to be cut down, and there is 
a general paralysis of industries accompany- 
ing a reduction in selling values. It is the old 
story of the stone sent rolling down the stair- 
case. It bumps on each step, but strikes 
hardest on the bottom. The wage-worker who 
had nothing todo with the rush and crush 
among the “ bulls and bears of Wall street 
finds himself bruised and hurt as a conse- 
quence of the struggle among the stock 
gamblers, and suffers all the more as he has 
little or no surplus capital to be given up 
without interfering with his daily supply of 
the necessaries to comfortable existence. 

If the proposed bond issue would furnish a 
protection against a recurrence of these disas- 
trous conditions it would prove to be worth all 
it cost.. We have long experience of the value 
of insurance against loss by death of others, 
by fire, by accidents while traveling, and by 
damage by storms, while business-men pay 
out large sums annually for another kind of 
insurance against bad debts, supposed to be 
furnished by information obtained from the 
mercantile agencies. Further, the whole 
theory of legitimate government is one of in- 
surance to the citizen that he shall as far as 
possible enjoy peaceable possession of his 
property and have a reasonable hope for per- 
sonal safety. If Windom’s bond meas- 
ure would prove to be a fiscal insurance 
policy against tight money markets and 
fiscal stringencies it will deserve a 
hearty indorsement by the public. But 
its probable value in that respect is so far 
problematical that the subject may well be 
extensively discussed before arriving at a 
dogmatic conclusion in regard to it. Would 
it furnish a moderate amount of protection 
against the prices of grain and cotton, live 


stock, and other produce be ing slaughtered,” | 


or railroad stocks going to smash, wages be- 
ing reduced, and workers dischargéd at whole- 
sale as à consequence of disturbances in the 
money market? That is the question to be 
answered, and the character of the response 
will tell whether the proposed measure be a 
wise or a foolish one, whether deserving ab- 


tive demerit of being a costly medicine of no 
value for the curing of disease. 
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FREE COINAGE OF SILVER. 

Washington advices indicate that the “sil- 
ver men in Congress intend to move imme- 
diately for free coinage: They say the re- 
* cent elections have given them a two-thirds 
„majority both in the House and the Senate, 
„and it is useless to wait longer, as the Presi- 
“dent would not care to veto a measure sure 
to be passed over it a few months later. 
They say the enlarged cvinage already pro- 
“ vided for has not given the required relief 
„and that the financial stringency must be 
“ended by some such drastic measure. It is 
“thought the Farmers’ Alliance will join 
“hands with the Democrats in demanding 
„that a free coinage ot silver shall be ordered 
„by law during the coming winter.“ 

It is well that the character and aims of this 
movement be fully and plainly understood. 
The men who want free coinage do not wish 
to increase the stock of hard money in the 
country, but to depreciate it. The great ma- 
jority of them know as well as they do their 
A BCs that the foreign silver for an increased 
coinage could only be purchased with gold, 
because the people of the other countries who 
would send us their silver do not want our 
products in exchange, as they are getting all 
of them now that they need. They believe 
that if the gold now in the country were sent 
abroad in payment for silver, and the latter 
coined, for circulation, our exclusively silver 
currency would be worth only 70 or 80 cents 
on the dollar as compared with the gold which 
is the standard of value in other nations. To 
bring about this state of things is just what 
the leaders of free silver are working for. 
Supposing it possible that silver would then be 
on a par with gold they would be disappointed, 
as it is on that basis now in this country 
and they are not content. At the best they 
would get in exchange for our $500,000,000 of 
gold the same value in silver expanded into 
coin of some 20 per cent greater nominal 
value, with a bulk at least twenty times. 
greater, rendering it that much more difficult 
to carry in the pocket, to store away, and to 
hide from robbers. They would lose all the 
advantage of a currency which is ideally as 
well as practically perfect, and get @ ponder- 
ous one that could not be carried about except 
in small quantities. They would get the more 
money they ask for only to be unable to em- 
ploy it except as a basis for a paper circula- 
tion in the form of certificates. 

The ruling motive of the advocates of free 
coinage is one they carefully keep concealed 
from the public. It may be couched in the 
following terms: Our debts are falling due 
all the time, and we want to pay our credit- 
*‘ ors with money worth 20 to 30 per cent less 
than the money we borrowed. We wish to 
* cheat them out of a quarter of the amount 
we honestly owe them and at the same time 
„ impose on ourselves the idea that we had 
paid our just debts in full. We must admit 
“to ourselves that it would be impossible to 
contract new loans on the same terms, as 
the money borrowed after the depreciation 
„ would buy less than the same face value will 
„ buy now unless there should be a further de- 
** preciation, but we are willing to let the fut- 
ure take care of itself if we can only suc- 
** ceed in crawling out of present responsibili- 
“ties by paying our depts in a depreciated 
“ circulating medium.” 

That is the animus of the free silver coinage 
movement with the great mass of those who 
favor it after having stopped long enough to 
consider its consequences. For those who 
have not thought sufficiently about it to com- 
prehend it, and are so far honest in intention 
as to wish to see themselves and others pay 
their just debts, there is still time to reflect. 
It is utter nonsense to talk about the possibil- 
ity of our sustaining silver on a par with gold 
after we have parted with our gold. And we 
could hardly afford to stand in the unenviable 
attitude of voluntarily depreciating our cur- 
rency in comparison with that of other na- 
tions whose natural advantages and ability to 
sustain a gold par are far inferior to ours. 

The unlimited silver coinage folly should be 
repudiated as unworthy of a country which 
leads all the rest in the fertility of its resources 
and the rapidity of its development. Espe- 
cially ought we not to take such a step as dis- 
carding gold and adopting in effect the single 
silver standard on the threshold of our great 
celebration to which the whole world will be in- 
vited to come and join with us in admiring the 
progress achieved during the last four cen- 
turies in the expansion of human freedom and 
the enlargement of human happiness. 


WHITELEAD ADVANCING IN PRICE. 

It was expected by many that the Trusts 
would be among the first to embrace the op- 
portunity offered by the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill to advance the price exacted from 
consumers. The whitelead corporations 
would appear to have led off in rapacity and 
are literally showing no mercy to their cus- 
tomers, though their circul still bear hon- 
eyed words of barren compliment to the ef- 
fect that the manufacturers are grateful for 
the favors extended to them in the past and 
hope for a continuance of the same, when they 
know that the law has cut off the possibility 
of any kind of competition with them. The 
price-lists sent out this year by one of these 
concerns prove that they have taken every ad- 
vantage, and as soon as they thought 
it prudent to demand them. They 
do not notice the smaller consumer, léav- 
ing him to make terms with the men wlio buy 
in lots of not less than 500 or 1,000 pounds. 
The list of Jan. 1 quotes litharge at 54 cents, 
with freight allowed to Chicago. June 2 the 
price was raised to 65 cents, the manipulat- 
ors of the deal being by that time satisfied that 
an increased tariff would be put by Quay, 
Reed, and McKinley on lead, while the Treas- 
ury had ruled in such a way as virtually to 
prohibit the incoming of Mexican silver-lead 
ores. A few weeks later the price was ad- 
vanced to 7 cents, and again Oct. 13 to 7% 
cents in lots of not less than 1,000 pounds, 
while it was announced that “ all allowance 
for or the prepaying of freight on lead is 
hereby discontinued.” 

People who are watching the course of the 
trade believe there was no necessity for thus 
raising prices. They have good reason to 
know that the owners of the works producing 
white lead, red lead, and litharge were wealthy 
before the law was passed, and were growing 
richer every day. Hence they have now im- 
posed a needless heavy tax upon every person 
in the United States who uses a pound of lead 
or & piece of rubber, and one of the best things 
Congress could do this winter would be to re- 
scind à provision which has been made the 
pretext for such extortion. 

It is not denied that our ores can be mined 
more cheaply than those across the water, and 
there is np reason in compelling the consumer 
to pay a high protective duty under such 
circumstances. The hand of the extor- 
tioner should. be staid, and especiall y 


as it is the suction tentacle of an 


octopus which is raised te oppress the 
American people. It is well known to be the 
work of the Standard Oil monopoly, which 
now controls all, or nearly all, of the linseed 
oil, cotton, turpentine, coal tar, and lead 
products, and which seéms determined to 
grasp every cent that is allowed it by the tariff, 
It was a big mistake of Congress to place such. 
avast power in the possession of so con- 
scienceless a corporation, which has from the 
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getting them more and more under its grasp 


every day. Itis a mistake that cannot be 
rectified too soon and that may be productive 
of bad consequences if allowed much longer to 
inflict its evils on the community.

NEW nnn CAUSE NEW RE- 
The Chicago Herald professes to believe 


| that reciprocity with Latin-America will not 


secure better markets for the American 
farmer. Its solitary reason is this: 


The value of the products of the soil and farm 
taken from us by Latin-America in 1889 was $19,- 


| 908,854, while the total value of such products ex- 


ported by us in that year was $279,331, 706, 

Without reciprocity the Latin-American 
countries took only a little over 7 per cent of 
these exports. The Herald’s argument is that 
reciprocity will have no effect on their con- 
sumptive power, aud that they will consume 
no more American products when they are 
cheap than when they were dear. From which 
it appears that the Herald either has not the 
faintest idea what reciprocity means or that 
it is ignorant of the workings of the system 
where it nas been tested. 

Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity means the removal 
of the semi or almost prohibitory duties levied 
by the South American and Central American 
States and the West India Islands on American 
lard, pork, flour, canned goods. and on vari- 
ous American manufactures. They have been 
so high that they have made flour and pork 
the luxuries of the few instead of the food of 
the millions and have forced the masses to 
live on inferior food products. The state of 
affairs in the Latin-American States would be 
paralleled in many respects in the United 
States if it produced neither pork, lard, nor 
wheat flour and had to import ot these what 
it consumed subject to a nearly prohibitory 
duty. In that case the people of this country 
would have to make corn, rye, oate, beef, and 
mutton the staple articles of diet. 

Free food stuffs in the tropical regions 
would mean cheap food stuffs, and that would 
mean an enormous increase in their consump~ 
tion among 40 millions of people. Take the 
case of the Hawaiian Islands, with a population 
not exceeding 100,000, or one-fifteenth that of 
Cuba. The islands are remarkably fertile 
and produce great quantities of rice, plantains, 
and other food stuffs. The majority of the 
people are Chinese coolies, poor and with 
limited purchasing power. Yet these islands 
imported in 1888-89 $600,000 worth of Cali- 
fornia flour and other farm products, or at the 
rate of $ per head. If 35 million Latin- 
Americans north of the Argentine Republic 
were todo as well they would take yearly 
from the United States $210,000,000 worth of 
breadstuffs, provisions, canned goods, and 
dairy products, a sum large enough to make 
their trade highly worth the farmers’ con- 
sideration. The present large rate of con- 
sumption in the Hawaiian Islands is due ex- 
clusively to reciprocity. Before it was in 
vogue the consumption of American food 
stuffs was not large, owing chiefly to the 
high duties on them. The removal of those 
duties has brought it up to $6 a head, which, 
considering the character of the population, is 
high. : 

Before the Rebellion War there was but a 
limited demand at the South for Northern 
meats and breadstuffs. The negroes and most 
of the poor whites lived on corn-meal and the 
tough beef and lean pork raised at home. 
But the emancipation of the colored people, 
which increased so immensely their earning and 
consuming power, has created a great demand 
at the South for the wheat flour, the fat pork 
and bacon, and the canned meats of the 
North. It is impossible to state its amount in 
dollars and cents, but it is large. What 
emanvipation did for trade with the Southern 
States the repeal of nearly prohibitory duties 
would do for the Latin-American nations still 
farther south. Consider the purchasing power 
of Brazil’s 13 or 14 millions of people who are 
now charged a duty of $6.50 a barrel on our 
flour and some $10 on our pork. 

These are the lessons of history. What 
wretched logic it is then to argue that free 
reciprocity would not enarmously increase 
the demand for the palatable and nutritious 
American agricultural products, simply be- 
cause the demand is small now because the 
duties are on the verge of prohibition. Re- 
move these immense duties and the American 
food stuffs will flow into the Latin-American 
countries in a stendily ‘swelling tide, to the 
great profit of the American farmer, who will 
have surpluses which he cannot dispose of at 
profitable prices on his hands no longer. But 
when did the demagogues of the Democracy 
ever advocate anything that was for the real 
good of the people? Echo answers, When?

History proves that in politics as well as in war 
a retreat once begun is hard to stop, and when 
the outlying works of a fort are surrendered the 
fort itself soon follows. 


In this case it is not a question of a retreat 
but of keeping what is left and regaining ulti- 
mately what is lost. The Democrats have 
carried the outer line—the House—and have 
made & serious lodginent in the second one 
the Senate. If something is not done they 
will carry it next year and with it the citadel 
—the Presidency. The Reed-Quay-McKinley 
plan of campaign has proved disastrous.” It 
is good military policy to retreat from it and 
try another. Thus Gen. Grant changed his 
plans at Vicksburg—fell back and advanced 
in another direction and won the place. 

Retreats are often perilous, but nothing 
gives a great commander a better chance to 
show his ability. Washington retreated across 
the Jerseys after the aisastrous battle of Long 
Island and the fights which followed it; but he 
taught his pursuers a lesson at Trenton and 
soon forced them back to New York. The re- 
treat of the Russians to Moscow was at first 
pleasing to Napoleon, but he was not long in 
learning how fatal a retreat it was for him. 

Passing from history to politics the Journal 
should remember the brilliant campaign of 
the English Conservatives under Disraeli 
against the Liberals, in which the former, who 
had been opposing an enlargement of the suf- 
frage, changed front and put through a bill 
broader in its terms than the one the Liberals 
had proposed. They have nut yet done reap- 
ing the fruit of that change of base.

Shipping Improvements at Norfolk, Va. 

It is stated upon the highest authority that the 
Norfolk & Western railroad company will at once 
begin making some extensive improvements at 
Norfolk, Va. These will include the machine 
shops of the Eastern Division, which are to be 
put up immediately at Lambert's Point. Ground 
will be broken for them this month. They will 
employ several hundred skilled mechanics. The 
railroad is now negotiating with the Cotton Ex- 
change of Norfolk to prepare the most extensive 
accommodations at Lambert’s Point for the cot- 
ton business of the port, so that the cotton that 
now endangers that city by blocking up the streets 
will all be transferred to an immense yard at 
Lambert’s Point, in which there are to be fire- 
proof warehouses, sheds, cotton presses, etc., con- 
necting closely with a system of deep-water piers. 

The new iron coal pier at that point will be 
completed about the Ist of January, and in addi- 
tion to the 100,000 tons of Pocahontas coal now re- 
ceived every month, which will be largely in- 
creased next year, there is to be a large export of 
gas coal from the Clinch Valley, and not less than 
a quarter of a million tons will be shipped in 1891.

Pushing Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 17.—[{Special.]—Though 
any assertion that the’ Duluth, South Shore and 
Atlantic railway is heading for Gladstone is 
promptly denied, a survey has been made, perma- 
nent stakes driven, the right of way cleared, and 
arrangements made for the building of the line. 
There is even some talk of much of the work be- 
ing done this winter so as to have the road in op- 
eration as soon as possible after the shipping sea- 
son — next year. The route chosen lies be- 
tween Palmer and Gladstone.

SIGNIFICANCE OF HIS RECENT SHOW- 
ING OF A VIGOROUS POLICY. 


Trying by His Attitude on the Fisheries 
Question and by Pushing Reciprocity to 


Counteract the Antagonism Aroused by 


His Utterances on the McKinley Bill— 


Perfecting His Plans for Future Rela- 
tions with South American Countries, 
Wassineton, D. C., Nov. 14.—[New York 
Sun Special.] — The little speech which Secre- 
tary Blaine made Tuesday at the meeting of 
railroad men in Secretary Windom's office, 


wherein he intimated strongly that the De- 


partment of State would take a firm stand on 
the fisheries question and other Canadian dis- 
putes, has set people to talking with renewed 
interest about Mr. Blaine as a Presidential 
probability in 1892. The Secretary evidently 
feels the necessity of taking immediate steps 
to counteract the antagonism that has been 
aroused against him among Republicans 
all over the country by reason of his 
utterances 
bill. Mr. Blaine may not yet regret 
having given utterance to the sentiment 
that the McKinley bill would not furnish a 
market for a single barrel of flour or a single 
pound of pork, but he may live to regret it 
should he become a competitor in the next 
Presidential race. Congressmen who are re- 
turning to Washington and endeavoring 
through the medium of interviews to explain 
the causes of their party’s defeat, say very lit- 
tle for publication about Mr. Blaine’s attitude 
toward the McKimley bill. They do not care 
to run the risk of securing the enmity of the 
powerful Secretary of State, and so they re- 
main silent regarding his attacks upon the pet 
Republican measure. Privately, however, 
these Congressmen do not hesitate to arraign 
Mr. Blaine very severely, and they charge 
that his assault upon the McKinley bill did 
a very great deal toward bringing about the 
disaster that has fallen upon the Republican 


party. 

It is probably for the purpose of counter- 
acting this rapidly growing sentiment against 
him that Mr. Blaine is showing indications of 
a vigorous policy in the interest of the Ameri- 
can people. His grand scheme of reciprocity, 
which the Ways and Means Committee ig- 
nored and were afterwards compelled to agree 
to whem it came to them from the Senate, is 
now more dear than ever to the heart of the 
Secretary of State, and upon its success he 


evidently hopes to retain his popularity and 


regain his influence. 

he most of Mr. Blaine’s time at present is 
being given to a study of the reciprocity ques- 
tion in all its features and the preparation of 
a plan for putting it into operation between 
the United States and the South American 
countries. It is said here that the presence in 
Washington of ex-Congressman Conger of 
Iowa, the new Minister to Brazil, and Minister 
Pitkin of the Argentine Republic, has some- 
thing to do with the work of perfecting the 
reciprocity scheme in which Mr. Blaine is now 
engaged. Within the last few weeks the Sec- 
retary of State has had a new office room fitted 
up in his residence on Lafayette square, where 
he daily receives visits from the representa- 
tives of the South American Republics. He 
devotes much time each day to conferences 
with these diplomats, and it is probable that 
they are all in 2 harmony with him on 
the subject of reciprocity. r. Pitkin will 
return to the Argentine Republic bearing per- 
sonal instructions from the Secretary of State 
touching upon reciprocity negotiations to be 
conducted at Buenos Ayres. Senor Salvador 
de 8 special envoy from Brazil, 
who came to Washi n as the representative 
of his country in the Pan-American Congress 
has gone home, and it is thought that he will 
return soon with a new treaty between the 
United States and Brazil, which the Senate 
will be asked to ratify. Mr. Blaine regards 
the reciprocity question as the most popular 
thing that has been offered the American peo- 
ple for m days, and he will use every en- 
deavor to have his ideas on the subject suc- 
cessfully carried out, and will look to 1892 to 
reward him for his work. 


IS IT BLAINE IN 927 


Reciprocity and the Farmers’ Alliance May 
Bring This About. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Noy. 14.—[New York 
World Special.]—Mr. Pitkin, the American 
Minister to the Argentine Republic, and Mr, 
Conger, recently appointed Minister to Brazil, 
are both in Washington and in frequent con- 
ference with Mr. Blaine. The interpretation 
given to the meetings is that the question of 
reciprocity between the United States and 
those countries is under discussion, and the 
Secretary of State is thoroughly explaining 
the policy and preparing to have it officially 
explained in turn to the South American peo- 
ple. Every moment of his time 1s occupied 
now. In addition to his office at the State 
Department Building he has working quarters 
at home, and sees nearly as many visitors at 
the latter as at the former place. 

Mr. Blaine expects a great deal to come out 
of his reciprocity projects. In fact, it is not 
only his own but his party’s hope for 1892. He 
brought it forward as the one thing that would 
lighten the burdens of the people and give co- 
herence to the McKinley bill. He said in 
terms of the utmost emphasis that the passage 
of the McKinley bill without reciprocity 
would be the gravest blunder the Republican 
party could commit. It was that declaration 
supported by Mr. Blaine’s energy, that caused 
reciprocity to be grafted on to the Tariff bill. 
That, however, did not save the bill 
from condemnation at the polls. But Mr, 
Blaine holds that reciprocity, which is yet to 
be tried, will redeem the party’s position be- 
fore the country, and his great anxiety now is 
to secure results in time for the next Presi. 
dential election. He will hasten the negotia- 
tions as much as possible, and will operate in 
as many quarters as possible. He is especially 
anxious to come to terms with Brazil and 
Spain—with the former about the great coffee 
importations from that country and with the 
— about the importations of sugar from 

uba. 

Mr. a ify who goes to Brazil charged with 
this work, has spent several. years in Congress 
and has the reputation of being a shrewd busi- 
ness-man. He will have the whole scheme 
carefully digested by the time Mr. Blaine 
shakes hands with him and starts him off. 

Minister Grubb, of course, will conduct the 
negotiations at Madrid as to Cuban sugar, 
— before leaving for his post he had the 
whole question carefully presented to him by 
Mr. Blaine, Those who know Mr. Blaine 
well declare that he has had his whole nature 
aroused by the recent elections, and feels that 
he himself is now on trial. He has promised 
the country certain benefits from the policy 
that Congress has authorized, and he realizes 
that if they are not forthcoming in some 
measure before the people are called upon to 
vote in 1892 his career will be ended. 

That period is thought to describe the limit 
of his opportunity, for if a Democratic Presi- 
dent should be chosen, then a Democratic 
Congress is almost certain to be chosen also, 
and a new policy of taxation inaugurated, 
which would defeat Mr. Blaine’s scheme com- 
pletely.

An Improvement Company Advertises the 
Sale of Land in Winfield, Kas, That 
Was Owned by Someone Else — Some

The history of an exploded land boom in Win- 
field, Kas., was recited in Judge Anthony’s court 
yesterday, and incidentally some of the methods 
employed by the boomers came to light.

McNally & Co. sued the Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Colorado Imprevement company for 


/$200 for printing some flaming advertisements de- 
} picting the grandeur of the resources of “ peer- 


less Winfield. 

At the time the boom was on in 1887 the com- 
pany that advertised that it had some of thefinest 
lots for sale, and that the opportunity for mak- 
ing fortunes in land was a magniticent one, did 


not in fact possess one inch of Winfield realty. 


The company had it only in prospect. The City 
Council of Wintiela, believing the boom to be a 
real one, went into the business itself and pre- 
tended to pay all the expenses of the boomers. 

Before the latter secured their land, however, 
the bubble burst and many Eastern and Chicago 
tenderfeet were badly bitten. 

The defendant sought to prove that the print- 
ing had not been ordered, but the court entered
